“ We are confident of the thanks of 
every notable housewife for the following 
receipt fur preserving Peaches, which we 
obtained from the wife of an experienced 
fruit grower in this vicinity last autumn, 
aud have ever since regretted that we did 
not preserve a bushel instead of a peck : 
T o twelve pounds of peaches take six 
pounds of clean brown sugar, and one pint 
best cider vinegar. 
Rimmer the sugar and 
vinegar together, which will make a clear 
syrup. 
Pour boiling waler upon the peach­ 
es, and remove them iii two minutes from 
the waler, and 
wipe them 
dry without 
breaking the akin. 
Put them into the 
syrup and boil geully till the fruit is cooked

H a v in u W itn e s s e d the opera)iowa of e 
new machine to make gold pen*, we will 
give our readers some curious information 
on the subject. 
T he gold for pens is roll­ 
ed into thin strips about th* thirty-eecond 
part of an inch in thickness ; in this alate 
it is black on the surface, and look* like 
brass ; the first operation ia cutting it into 
stubs—short pieces pointed and angular at 
one cod, and cut squara off at th* other. 
T h is ta done in a die. 
T he stubs ar* then 
run through a machine, and each peint ie 
indented for th* reception of the real pen 
pointa. 
Til* next operation is pointing 
the stubs ; «ha substance used for points ia 
rhodium, a hard brittle metal like steel, 
but unoxidizable, 
It ia lo this meta) we 
wish to direct particular attention. T here 
are various qualities of it, amu* worth IS, 
20, IMI and 40 dollars per ounce. 
It ie 
found in the ores of platinum associated 
with iradium, osmium aud palladium 
(ra­ 
dium is used by some for the points of 
gold pens, but rhodium is the 
dearest 
and beat. 
All of this Hiatal used in the 
United States comes from the Peruvian 
and Russian Mines, but we are assured 
that there is a plenty of it 
i i i Califor­ 
nia. 
It is found there pure, associated 
with sands, and 
requiring 
no chemical 
maii'pulation for its separation, as i i i lh* 
plaints ores of the Ural. 
It is of a while 
glassy steel color, and i i i m inute roundish 
particles like sand ; 
the 
round globular 
particles are the best for pen points ; in 
fact, out of one ounce of lint metal perhaps 
notone seventieth of the granules can he 
used, the rest lire rejected. A fine particle 
of rhodium is soldered on the indented 
point of each stub of gobi. 
T he solder ta 
mostly composed of gold, for unlet* ii is 
good ink soon corrodes it, and the rhodium 
poi ut drupe off 
After the pen is pointed, 
it is rolled out between rollers with in­ 
dent* in them to save the points, until th* 
stub is drawn out to ita proper length and 
correct thinness , the rolling also make* the 
gold elastic. 
Many suppose that gold pens 
can be rspm nled, bet this cannot be done, 
and have them good for say thing afterward. 
T he heat employed lo solder on the point 
renders th* gold aa plastic aa a ieee* of tin ; 
the heat changea lh* relative p ortion of 
the crystals of the metal*— thrusts them 
out, aa it were, and the gold requires roll­ 
ing and hammering afterward to give it 
elasticity— that spring so requisite for pen*. 
T his is the reason why eld pens cannot be 
repointed 
A Ber being rolled they a rt cut 
to the proper form in a finishing die, then 
stamped with the name of th* m aker, and 
afterward turned up lo the rounding quill 
form. 
T he point is next ground on a 
copper wheel revolving at a high velocity ;
